Washington visit nets no promises

Romulus city officials returned 
from Washington, D.C. last week 
without any .solid promises - but 
not empty handed. 

While in the capital city attend- 
ing the National League of Cities 
Conference March 19 to 22, Romu- 
lus Mayor Beverly Me Anally and 
Couneilmen Jimmie Raspberry, 
Randolph Gear. William Wads- 
worth, Ellis Pennington and Eco- 
nomic Development Director De- 
nnis Oakes learned that the nation- 
al senior citizen housing program 
had been cut by 70 percent, McA- 
nally said the cut would limit the 
amount of federally-funded senior 
citizen housing Units built in the De- 
troit area. 

But, the mayor said, officials 
from the federal Highway Admi- 
nistration indicated informal 
approval of an overpass and inter- 
change to be constructed on 1-94 at 
Vining Road, a roadway project 
needed before a $1 billion, multi- 


use Metro/ World Center develop- 
ment project can begin. 

McAnally said she expressed 
concern for the elderly with the 
senior housing program cut. 

“It is a lack of concern for our 
frail and elderly/" McAnally said, 
“There is no affordable housing 
agenda in the Reagan administra- 
tion. 11 

The seriousness of the situation 
became apparent when McAnally 
spoke with officials from housing 
and development in the senior 
housing program in hopes of secur- 
ing federal funding for a senior 
citizen housing project in Romulus. 

“We knew things were more dif- 
ficult. That was the first I realized 
how much the cuts were/' McAnal- 
ly said, “There is next-to-no money 
funding it.” 

McAnally said she does not want 
to see the senior housing program 
nixed in Romulus as a result of the 
budget cut. 

“We have a good many years on 
our senior projects, and we would 
like to have it ongoing/" McAnally 


said. “We would like to have a cam- 
pus-like senior center. We have not 
given up. We are looking into 
affordable senior housing. 

“The government isn't going to 
assist like before. We have been 
allocated 100 (senior housing) units 
in the area. They’ll probably do 
some small projects here and 
there.” 

McAnally said during the Reagan 
administration term, the federal 
budget for low-income housing 
nationwide shrunk from $31 billion in 
1979 to $6.9 billion in 1989, She said 
those figures include many senior 
housing projects. 

“Our present needs are being 
met, but our future needs may not 
be met. Our senior population is 
growing, 1 1 the mayor said 

In addition to cuts in federal 
funding for senior housing pro- 
jects, Romulus city officials also 
learned of a proposed reduction of 
funding to communities in the 
federal Community Development 
Block Grant program. 


Requirement change 
eyed for graduates

Romulus Senior High School students 
might think two new proposed graduation 
requirements will make their studies less 
difficult, But members of the school board 
are hoping for just the opposite. 

Romulus School Board members consi- 
dered the new requirements at their regu- 
lar board meeting Monday, The proposed 
curriculum changes include a reduction of 
total credits needed to graduate from 23 to 
22 credit hours and waiver of the required 
third year of math class for non-college 
bound students who successfully complete 
a mathematics competency test. 

Board members declined to take action 
on the plan . referring the issue to the school 
program and policies committee. The 
group is made up of three board members 
and three citizens. After a decision is made 
at the committee level board members 
will again consider the plan, according to 
Dr. William Bedell, superintendent of 
schools. 

Nevertheless, six new class offerings - 
one now' a requirement for high school 
freshmen - were approved by the board. 

Tom Dolan, principal at Romulus Senior 
High School since September, said the 
proposed .changes are the result of a year- 
long curriculum study by members of the 

Candlelight vigil planned 
for Flight 255 anniversary

An estimated 3,000 people could poss- 
ibly attend a candlelight vigil at Mid- 
dlebelt Road and 1-94 in Romulus, on Aug. 

16 - one year after the crash of Northwest 
Airlines Flight 255, according to organiza- 
tions of the event. 

Betty Polec. of Mt. Clemens, and Kay 
Gleason, of Shelby Township, are 
spearheading a crash support group for 
the families of the crash victims and two 
memorial events - one in downtown De- 
troit, the other in Romulus - to mark the 
anniversary of the crash. Polee’s daugh- 
ter. Lisa Klaft, 21, and son-in-law, Don 
Klaft, 23, of Arizona, were among the 156 
people killed in the crash. The two were 
expecting a child, 

Gleason's husband, Pat, 49, was also a 
crash victim, 

Planned during the four-hour vigil, 

Polec said, are the calling out of the 
names of the dead passengers, a lighting 
of 156 candles for them and possible place- 
ment of small styrofoam crosses at the 
crash site, on MiddlebelL The event falls 
on the heels of a memorial service set for 
Aug. 13 in either Cobo Hall or the Ford 
Auditorium, in Detroit. 

More than 3,000 people are expected to 
attend the Detroit event, Polec said, and 
those in attendance could stay for the 
memorial in Romulus. 

The Romulus event will begin at 8:46 
p m, - the time of the crash. 


“I met wdth ( the V Rev. Ron Lund at the 
crash site, and he had asked me if 1 was 
ever in need to talk to come and see him / 1 
Polec said of the birth of the support 
group, “Flight 255/The Spirit Lives On.” 
“We wanted a support group. He told me 
that if 1 wanted a support group of this 
kind, I would have to initiate it myself. 

“Between Kay, Ron and I, we worked 
with telephone books, newspaper clip- 
pings - it was difficult to get the names (of 
crash victims' families)."" 

Polec estimated that about 75 percent of 
the families have been contacted, and 
most have expressed an interest in 
attending the local event. 

Romulus police officials are also prepar- 
ing for the day. Lt. David Early, organizer 
of several special police events, including 
the Flight 255 crash and visit of Pope John 
Paul II to Detroit, said he met with mem- 
bers of the support group in early March to 
discuss plans. 

Originally, Early said f 156 balloons 
were to be launched from the crash site. 
The idea was nixed, however, when it was 
discovered that the airport would need to be 
closed during the ballon lift off 

Nevertheless, Middlebelt Road will be 
partially closed during the vigil, and the 
Middlebelt Road and 1-94 service ramp 
will be completely closed, Early said. 

Police officials were unsure of crowd 
estimates and how much police protec- 
tion will be needed.

Police chief favors 
new youth program

Following a youth program 
presentation to the Conference 
of Western Wayne, several 
communities have expressed 
an interest in adopting the 
Youth Assistance Program. 

The program has been stu- 
died by the Van Buren 
Township Police Department 
and has received the recom- 
mendation of Police Chief 
Joseph Davies. He plans to pre- 
sent the program to the 
township board for considera- 
tion. 

Youth, between seven and 16, 
who would otherwise be refer- 
red to a correctional facility, 
are given counseling and 
taught life skills to equip them 
to live a productive life during 
the term of the program. 

According to Chris Burns, 
the diversion program is ex- 
tremely cost effective. Com- 
munities have operated an 
annual program for the same 
amount of money that it would 
cost to send one juvenile offen- 
der to a correctional facility for 
a year, she said. 

The key to the low cost of the 
program, she told the CWW 
members, is that the diversion 
program operates with one 
prof essional conselor, one cler- 
ical person and volunteers who 
establish a one-on-one counsel- 
ing relationship with the juve- 
niles. 

She said treatment plans are 
drawn up by the professional in 
charge of the program and the 
participating youths set goals 
with the aid of an adult volun- 
teer. The youths also have an 
eight-week session of life skills 
- decision making, substance 
abuse information and other 
skills. The family of the youth- 
ful offender also can become 
involved through the counsel- 
ing process or, w hen appropri- 
ate, by taking classes in 
parenting skills, she said. 

Bums said the program is 
not only cost-effective, but has 


proved to be successful in halt- 
ing the cycle of crime by the 
youthful offender. 

‘in a six-month follow-up, 
we found 10 percent of the 
youths (who completed the 
program) were in trouble. Af- 
ter 12 months the number of 
youths in trouble dropped to 8 
percent and in the following 
six-month follow-ups were 4 
percent and 2 percent, showing 
that the program has a long- 
term effect,” Burns said.

Fire department 
is restructured 

Romulus City Council mem- 
bers Monday night approved 
the restructuring of the fire de- 
partment to include the ranks 
of deputy chief, fire marshal 
and two battalion chiefs. 

The restructuring will divide 
the city firefighting staff and 
four fire stations into two divi- 
sions and allow around-the- 
clock management of the 
Romulus volunteer fire depart- 
ment by having a battalion 
chief responsible for each divi- 
sion.

Knitting: Seniors have fine fabrics sewn up

Velman Sumner is a woman 
who enjoys being busy. 

And it was this desire to keep 
busy that sent the 76-year-old to 
her first knitting and crochet- 
ing class at the Romulus Senior 
Center nearly eight years ago. 
She's been teaching there ever 
since and her students have 
been steadily producing hand- 
crafted items under her watch- 
ful direction. 

According to Marilyn Mas- 
ters, coordinator of the Romu- 
lus Senior Center, the class 
meets every Monday at 9:30 
a.m, and the students have 
noticably improved their skill 
level 

While Sumner has taught the 
class for eight years at the cen- 
ter, she has been involved in 
knitting and crocheting for 


approximately 60 years. 

"Velma is an excellent work- 
er. She does a lot and even don- 
ates some stuff she's made/* 
Masters said. "She does things 
in no time at all She’s really 
tremendous. She includes little 
designs in the things she 
makes. She decorates it up to 
the occasion. You could ask her 
for a maize and blue sweater 
and she would probably put a 
wolverine on it,” 

Masters said the class learns 
valuable information about the 
art of knitting and crocheting 
from Sumner. 

"They are becoming experi- 
enced knitters and crocheters. 
They are really getting good. 
One lady made a sweater and 
put little intricate designs on 
it/* 

Masters said about 15 women 
normally attend the class and 


"are generally between the ages 
of 55 and 75. She added the class 
is open to anyone of all ages. 
She said each person attending 
brings their own supplies and 
they are provided with the in- 
struction. The cost is only 75 
cents per class. 

"They're getting better. 
Week by week and year by 
year, you can see improve- 
ments in the women/* 

Some items made by the 
women, according to Masters, 
include scarves, sweaters, 
vests and blankets, 

"They almost always add 
something personal in it like a 
design/' 

Masters said Sumner 
teaches at two other classes 
offered at the center including 
a ceramics class, offered at 1 
p.m. Monday and a needle 
point class, offered at 9:30 a m, 
Thursday.

designed to reflect a new emphasis at the 
high school level on "quality" instead of 
"quantity/* Dolan said. 

* "We generated the changes based on 
what we felt was needed. We are trying to 
build an equal-opportunity high school, 
where there is equal opportunities for both 
college-bound and non- college-bound stu- 
dents,” Dolan said. 

Members of the school district curricu- 
lum committee the group charged with the 
evaluation of the high school offerings 
have met since fall with teachers and de- 
partment heads to study the current needs, 
Dolan said. Initially, a survey was con- 
ducted throughout the school, and personal 
interviews with educators added to the sur- 
vey results, he said 

The recommendation to reduce the num- 
ber of credits needed by students to gradu- 
ate is based on the presumption that stu- 
dents need to be able to take "challenging 
classes without worrying about excess fai- 
lures, Dolan said. In addition, most area 
districts have graduation credit- hour re- 
quirements set at between 21 and 23, plac- 
ing Romulus in the middle of the scale. 

"So many of the students have trouble in 
the first two years until they adjust/* Be- 
dell explained. "They need this extra 
break,” 

Dolan added that the lower graduation 
requirement could also help reduce the 
high school dropout rate, since students 
will “not have to be afraid to flunk a class/* 
Currently, the Romulus dropout rate is be- 
tween 20 and 25 percent, with most drop- 
outs occurring in the ninth grade. 

The total number of students enrolled at 
Romulus High is 1,530, 

In addition to the new graduation re- 
quirements, some students would also 
have a lighter load in math under the new 


plan. Currently, ail students are required 
to take three years of high school math. 
Although that requirement would not 
change under the plan, Dolan said, non- 
college bound students could take a dis- 
trict-prepared math competency test after 
their second year of mathematics. If the 
student passes, he would be allowed to 
waive the third year of the math require- 
ment. 

“We are doing that because that* *s one of 
the most feared classes nationally. That's 
the highest failure rate in schools right 
now/* Dolan explained, “For kids that are 
‘math brain dead/ two years of math 
would be sufficient if they achieved a Level 
of competency.” 

Bedell added that the waiver of the math 
requirement would allow the non-college- 
bound student more time to take vocation- 
al-education courses related to his field. 

The new curriculum changes have been 
targeted for students graduating in or after 
1990, Doian said However, the new gra- 
duation requirement and math competen- 
cy tests will not be implemented until 
school board members formally approve 
the plan. 

The six new classes, however, will be put 
in place this fall, he continued. Included in 
me new class list is a requirement for all 
ninth-graders to take a one-half credit 
"Adolescent Outlook" course. The class is 
designed to teach teen conflict resolution 
skills, Dolan said. 

In the class, students will be taught to 
deal with the problems of ninth-grade stu- 
dents. The course should also eliminate the 
fears shared by many freshman students, 
Dolan explained, 

Other classes available this fall will be: 
home wiring; do-it-yourself auto care; 
female fitness; accounting II; and cross- 
peer tutoring. School officials hope the new 
classes will attract both the college- and 
non college-bound students. 

A robotics technology course was also 
recommended to be added to the new class 
offerings. School board members, howev- 
er, delayed implementing the course be- 
cause of the $46,000 needed in start-up 


costs. Bedell said the adding of the class 
will be re-evaluated next year. 

And although approval was granted for 
the new cross-peer tutoring course - in 
which students will be trained to counsel 
other students - board members said that 
the class must be added using current staf- 
fing levels. The class will be taught as a 
"seventh-hour course" as a bonus to the 
normal course offerings, Bedell said. Us- 
ing current staffing will not lessen the qual- 
ity of the class, he explained. 

Despite the hesitancy of the school board 
to approve the new graduation and math 
requirements, the new curriculum plan re- 
flects the new 1 pro active” rather than 
"reactive” stance of the high school prog- 
rams already implemented, Dolan said. In 
September, students were greeted with 
new smoking rules and a behavioral in- 
tervention system, which included a new 
in-house referral and detention system, de- 
signed to reduce the number of suspended 
students. The plan, Dolan said, worked at 
the junior high level during his tenure 
there and help trim the suspension rate by 
70 percent. 

"(The students! have reacted extremely 
positively to what we are doing. We’re also 
trying to get back to where student govern- 
ment means something,** Dolan said. 
"We’re seeing some moves in that direc- 
tion. We’re seeing kids getting more in- 
volved in leadership. They like the direc- 
tion we are going/*

“One Stop'" job hunting high- 
lighted the Career Fair con- 
ducted at the Western Campus 
of Wayne County Community 
College on Thursday. 

More than 20 representatives 
of the business community and 
government services pre- 
sented career information to 
the college students and area 
residents who attended the one- 
day session. 

According to Fred Novack, 
chairman of the Western Cam- 
pus counseling department, 
the annual event “attracted 
more than 500 visitors before 4 
p.m. - two and one-half hours 
before the closing hour of the 
event.” 

In addition to answering 
questions on career opportuni- 
ties, the firms took applica- 
tions from interested job- 
seekers. 

According to Janet Voianet 
of First of America Bank, the 
most asked questions were 
“can part-time work lead to 
full-time employment, is there 
promotion from within and is 
there an opportunity for con- 
tinuing education after 
hiring?” 

“I was able to give a ‘yes' 
answer to all of those ques- 
tions,” Voianet said “Other 
applicants asked general 
career information when they 
filled out their application 
forms/' 

Russel Clement of Farmers 
Insurance of Belleville ex- 
changed some career ideas 
with Karen Cupp and Susan 
Milewski, both counselors for 
the Wayne-Westland School 
District. 

“When people ask me about 
the career opportunties in the 
insurance field, I ask them if 
they have ever heard of an un- 


employed insurance person/' 
Clement said. “The answer to 
that shows the opportunities 
and security of the field without 
saying much more/’ 

Although Eric Hill admitted 
that “it took a bit of courage” 
for visitors to stop at his booth - 
the Internal Revenue Service, 
visitors were interested in the 
available job opportunties. 

For example, he displayed a 
memorandum seeking compu- 
ter specialists for the IRS He 
noted that the downtown De- 
troit data center employs 1,200 
people and has positions avail- 
able for computer program- 
mers, system analysts, 
systems programmers, equip- 
ment analysts, data com- 
munication specialists, sys- 
tems capacity analysts, per- 
formance analysts, data base 
administrators and operation- 
al research analysts. Salaries 
run from $14,822 for technical 
trainees to more than $80,000 
per year for top level manage- 
ment. 

“People are surprised that 
there are jobs in almost every 
field in the federal services as 
there are in private 
businesses,” Hill said. “We 
have all kinds of jobs from cler- 
ical workers to computer re- 
pair specialists/* 

Hill noted that there are even 
jobs for co-op students who are 
enrolled in a computer science 
curriculum in an affiliated uni- 
versity.

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In review: Aintree is too good to hide

A superb atmosphere. Good 
food and service. Reasonable 
prices. These can only be the 
characteristics of a fine dining 
establishment well noted for 
cuisine excellence, right? 

Perhaps not. These are the 
words to describe the Aintree 
Cafe, the open-air restaurant 
tucked away - almost hidden - 
at the Holiday Inn at Metro Air- 
port, in Romulus. 

I had visited the Holiday Inn 
at Metro last year for a review 
of the lounge there. 1 gave the 
pub high marks, mostly for the 
wide variety of entertainment 
offered - live jazz music during 
happy hour Monday through 
Thursday and music by Barry 
"Hitman” Otto during the ev- 
ery-Friday TGIF party from 4 
to 9 p.m. 

But the secret f didn't dis- 
cover was one that I won't soon 
forget. The Aintree Cafe adds a 
surprising degree of charm 
and quality dining to the 249- 
room hotel complex. 

The Aintree Cafe is an 
atrium-like, courtyard eatery, 
located just past the hotel lob- 
by. It is located beside a run- 
ning waterfall and is well deco- 
rated with green plants, which 
thrive on the ample sunlight 
from the overhead skylights. 


Just off to the side - but not visi- 
ble w hile dining - are the hotel 
pool and banquet area. 

The atmosphere is. no doubt, 
what makes this dining experi- 
ence a positive one from the mi- 
nute the restaurant-goer walks 
in the door. 

1 visited Aintree on a Friday 
night with Debbie, my ever- 
faithful finacee-turned- 
restaurant-critic. We arrived 
at opening (5:30 p.m.) and, 
thus, were seated without 
delay. 

Before opening the menu at 
the Aintree, the visitor can’t 
help but peer at the many de- 


corative attributes of the res- 
taurant, all which help set the 
stage for a relaxing evening. 
With nerves calmed and all 
woes out of mind, we attempted 
to select our dinner choices 
from the menu, which featured 
more than 13 main entrees, 
several specials, four casual 
dinner selections and a variety 
of appetizers and pre-dinner 
salads. 

Of course, knowing the quali- 
ty of the hotel lounge 1 had vi- 
sited in the past, I didn't miss 
the opportunity to again sam- 
ples cocktail, I must admit, the 
sloe gin fizz 1 ordered ($3.50) 


was one of the best I have been 
served. 

Chicken lovers as we are, De- 
bbie and I both opted for selec- 
tions from the "poultry, veal 
and pork ' list on the menu. De- 
bbie choose the chicken breast 
with apricot mustard sauce 
($10.95), which was served with 
long grain and wild rice and 
snow peas. I ordered a special 
of the day, the chicken alfredo 
with mushrooms ($6.95, $2 ex- 
tra for the salad bar). 

"Michele, our waitress, was 
very charming in taking our 
orders and urged us to take a 


trip to the salad bar, after we 
had ordered. The salad bar was 
impressive enough, with fresh 
garnishments, salads, soup, 
bread and rolls. 

Next came the meals. 
Although my logic is probably 
lacking, I am always impress- 
ed with a restaurant in which 
the entrees are unveiled with 
the lifting of a metal cover. 
Nonetheless, I wasn’t to be dis- 
appointed this time, as the 
meals were excellent by even 
my own very fussy standards. 

Debbie’s chicken was lightly 
breaded and served with a very 
tasty apricot mustard sauce. I 
couldn’t help but sample her 
meal more than I should have. 

The alfredo sauce was what 
made my chicken dish stand 
out. Michele informed me that 
the sauce is often combined 
with several other meats and 
pastas. 

We both declined dessert, but 
the dessert tray was very 
tempting. The chocolate layer 
cake, the carrot cake, the 
cheesecake . , . I gain wait just 
thinking about those treats. 

But the happy ending to this 
story can't be placed here. 

Rhonda Beech, food and be- 
verage director, has taunted 
me with several upcoming holi- 
day dinner specials. These in- 
clude an Easter buffet, 
Mother’s Day celebration that 
will make mom feel like a 
queen and low-cost family- 
style dinners. 

The Easter buffet will fea- 


ture roast round of beef, roast 
lamb, seafood fettuccine, 
chicken regency and assorted 
vegetables and desserts. Cost 
is $9.95 for adults, $8.95 for 
seniors and $4,95 for children 
ages 4 to 12. Hours are 11 a.m, 
to 4 p.m. 

The Mother's Day buffet will 
include prime rib, shrimp and 
seafood entree from 11 a.m. to 4 
p.m. May 8, Cost is $11.95 for 
adults, $10.95 for seniors and 
$5.95 for children ages 4 to 12. 

The family-style dinners will 
be featured on weekends after 
Mother’s Day. Prices will 
range from $5.95 to $7,95, Beech 
said. 

It’s a fact The Aintree Cafe 
is at a disadvantage because it 
is located within a hotel, an 
establishment not usually 
looked to as a leader in dining. 
But it’s also a fact that this res- 
taurant cannot remain a secret 
- the food, the atmosphere, the 
service . . . they are all just too 
fine to ignore. 

I would recommend the Ain- 
tree Cafe highly. 

The Aintree Cafe is located 
at 31200 Industrial Express- 
way , Romulus , just west of 
Merriman Road. Restaurant 
hours are 6 to 11 a.m. ( break- 
fast ) t 11 a.m. to 2 p.m. (lunch) 
and 5:30 to 11 p.m. (dinner). 
Dining atmosphere is casual, 
and families and couples are 
welcome . Major credit cards 
accepted. Reservations are 
welcome - holidays , too . Call 
728-2800.

New truck legislation sought

The Automobile Association 
of America launched a full- 
fledged campaign last Wednes- 
day to let legislators know their 
constituents want stronger 
truck laws. 

The statewide campaign 
seeks legislative steps that 
would, 1) restrict trucks to the 
right lane of all freeways ex- 
cept when passing, entering or 
leaving, or facing a hazard, 2) 
require loose lo^ds hauled by 
all trucks to be covered and 
contained securely, 3) require 
all heavy trucks to have an 
annual safety inspection, and 4) 
to increase enforcement of ex- 
isting traffic laws pertaining to 
trucks, including speeding and 
tailgating. 

“We are providing postage- 
paid cards for our members 
and other motorists to fill out 
and return to us to show their 
concern about these issues/* 
stated AAA Michigan Presi- 
dent Jack Avignone. 

“We will sort the signed 
cards by legislative districts 
and present them to individual 
senators and representatives 
to give them a better under- 
standing of how their consti- 
tuents feel about improving 
truck safety laws,” 

More than 2,500 members 
have communicated with AAA 
Michigan in the last five 
months demanding that some- 
thing be done about uncovered 
trucks. The motorists have 
complained that debris such as 
sand, gravel, branches and 
metal pieces have fallen off the 
trucks. Almost 35,000 AAA 
Michigan members filed claims 
in 1985 for broken windshields. 

AAA officials would also like 
to see more police watching for 
truck drivers who are exceed- 
ing the speed limit. 

Pete Brokas, a Westland pat- 
rol officer agrees that a lot of 
truck drivers go far too fast on 
expressways. 

”We are starting to have a 
problem with trucks because 
they go far too fast,” said Bro- 
kas. “We have had four acci- 
dents this year already in 
w r hich trucks were involved. A 
lot of these trucks were going 
over the speed limit, and a lot of 
trucks on the road are in sad 
shape.” 

Brokas, who would like to see 
inspections for trucks, said the 
Westland Police Department 
will have a week of classes in 
April which focuses on truck 
laws. 

Wayne Lt. John CoHigan said 
that trucks can cause a lot of 
problems but they usually

Westland Mayor Charles “Trav” Griffin has, we believe, 
one of the latter variety with his proposal to convert a portion 
of the 500-acre William Holliday Wildlife Preserve in his city 
into a municipal golf course. While a golf course may be 
needed, the benefit of this smalt sanctuary to the entire area 
far outweighs any benefit such a recreational facility might 
provide. 

In both Westland and Canton Township, which borders the 
preserve, wildlife enthusiasts and ecological environmental- 
ists are sounding a loud alarm at even t he suggestion that 
this wild area be altered in any way. We can understand that 
concern and we agree with them. 

Both Westland and Canton, as we mentioned last week, are 
virtually teeming with development and construction, in 
commercial and residential areas. There is hardly a vacant 
piece of land left in either community that isn't optioned or 
being considered for construction. And while 500 acres may 
seem like a tremendous amount of property, it is only a 
respectful allotment of the area in comparison to the under- 
going development. 

Why be concerned? Simply because the ecological balance 
of our entire country is presently being eroded and coun- 
terbalanced to a degree which may eventually provide the 
extinction of mankind as well as the animal life he has des- 
troyed. 

This wild area is not a park and was never intended for the 
short-term benefit of residents. It was intended as a preserve 
for the breeding and habitation of wildlife which, in light of 
the construction and area growth, has nowhere else to go. 
This is truly an area which is attempting to preserve a tiny 
portion of earth as Mother Nature made it. And it was also 
intended to protect the birds and small animals indigenous to 
the area from the havoc man has wreaked elsewhere on earth. 

Fresh air in Westland, and in Canton, may very soon de- 
pend on the trees in this preserve If our childrens’ grandchil- 
dren are ever to see a real squirrel, a living Blue Jay or a 
genuine raccoon, it may only be through the benefit of wild- 
life preserves such as the one in Westland. 

This preserve should be absolutely sacred to both Wayne 
County, which is charged with the integrity of the land, and to 
the City of Westland which has such a magnificent tribute to 
the caring of man within the boundaries. 

Every citizen of this area should be told what the land is, 
why it is there and instilled with a respect for the vision and 
forsight of the man who left the land for this purpose. 

Each of us who considers our surburbia less than rural and 
looks at our lives ascosmoplitan and urbane must remember 
what we took away from the land and the animals in order to 
achieve the shopping centers, subdivisions, office buildings 
and huge retail outlets. 

Griffin is not a man disinterested in nature, nor is he a 
callous or short-sighted individual. He is a leader who is 
attempting to do the very best he can for his city, and for that 
he should be applauded. He is right on several counts. Pre- 
sently , the nature preserve is littered with trash and garbage 
and in some more accessible areas presents an unsightly 
image and looks unappealing. 

But in less accessible areas, the preserve is just as nature 
intended it to be. Fallen trees are not removed, there are no 
paths others than those made by animals and the quiet testi- 
mony to the beauty of this planet is tangible. 

Griffin is to be commended for his idea. Were this a normal 
county park fallen to disrepair due to the financial inability 
of that body to care for it, his suggestion for a golf course 
would benefit everyone concerned. 

But once again, this is land left by a benefactor who sought 
to preserve a tiny piece of nature for our descendants in this 
ever-growing and changing world. It is testimony to the re- 
spect mankind ownes the land and should be treated as a 
sacred trust by all who are fortunate enough to benefit from it. 

The William Holliday Wildlife Preserve is a means of de- 
monstrating our respect for our forebears, our country and 
our land. To destroy or convert even a small portion of it is an 
insult to Mother Nature, to our descendants, and ultimately, 
the most vicious testimony possible to the selfishness of man- 
kind. 
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State to offer educational ‘tip’ to students 


For some lime, Uie state 
Legislature has been working 
to reduce the dropout rate in 
Michigan. Recently, law mak- 
ers and the Governor launched 
TIPP a new program designed 
to encourage students to gradu- 
ate from high school and con- 
tinue their education, 

TIP -Tuition Incentive Prog- 
ram - will provide up to two 
years of tuition and fees at a 
Michigan community college 
to qualifying high school 
graduates from low-income 
families. 

In an economic world which 
requires more brainpower 
than brawn, a high school 
education is essential if a per- 
son is to become a productive 
citizen, A college education 
further enhances the prospects 


of success, TIP is a new way to 
provide this opportunity, as it 
offers an incentive for students 
from low-income families to 
stay in school, graduate and go 
on to college. 

High school graduates this 
spring will be the first eligible 
for the program. TIP will be 
available to students whose 
family income has been at or 
below the poverty level for 
three of the last four years or 
whose family receives public 
assistance. 

The goal is to encourage 
young people to graduate from 
high school and pursue a com- 
munity college education to de- 
velop their skills. By becoming 
more competitive in a chang- 
ing job market, their chances 
of needing public assistance 
should be virtually eliminated.

TIP is another important 
state initiative to ensure access 
to higher education for all. 
Other key initiatives have re- 
sulted in: increased assistance 
for financially-needy students 
(up to 162 percent during the 
past five years); new financial 
aid and minority enrollment 
programs; and the first-in-the- 
nation Michigan Education 
Trust college tuition guarantee 
program to help families pro- 
vide a college education for 


their children. 

When MET is enacted, it will 
allow parents and other in- 
terested adults to invest in a 
special fund which will be 
pooled and invested by the 
state. The fund would provide 
the designated student with tui- 
tion and fees for four academie 
years at a Michigan public 
undergraduate institution, or 
partial tuition at a private col- 
lege or university in the state. 

Not every young person 
wants to go to college, nor can 
every student be convinced to 
complete high school. But 
these state programs provide a 
boost for the many who would 
like to do both. These two prog- 
rams should help put a college 
education within the grasp of 
every Michigan student.

PSORIASIS- 
CAUSES AND 
TREATMENTS 

By Michael T Goldfarb, M.D. 

Psoriasis is a fairly common skin 
disease affecting almost four 
million people in the United States. 
Even though many people have 
heard of psoriasis, there are still 
many misconceptions about this 
problem. 

A CHRONIC PROBLEM 

Psoriasis is a chronic problem. It 
appears as elevated red patches 
covered by silvery, dry scales. Many 
people complain of itching in the 
involved area. 

The areas of the skin which are 
most affected are the elbows, knees, 
and scalp. Although psoriasis 
usually only affects a small pan of 
the body, some people will develop 
it head to toe. 

Rare and more severe forms of 
psoriasis appear as either total 
body redness or blisters filled with 
pus. These people have very tender 
skin and may even run a fever. 

About 10 percent of patients 
with psoriasis will also develop 
arthritis. Any joint can be involved, 
but most commonly involved are 
the fingers. 


CAUSE IS UNKNOWN 

No one knows what causes 
psoriasis. It is believed that a 
biochemical stimulus triggers rapid 
cell growth and inflammation. This 
causes all the thickness, scales, and 
redness we see on the skin. 

Anyone can get psoriasis, but 
there is another family member 
with the problem in one out of 
three cases suggesting heredity 
plays a part. 

NOT CONTAGIOUS 

It can first appear at any age, 
from a baby to the elderly, but the 
usual onset is between the ages of 
15 and 35. Men and women are 
affected in equal numbers. 

Skin injury, emotional stress, and 
some forms of infections are 
though to help trigger the disease. 

It is not contagious.

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State tax plan receives poor report card from local schools 


The area's academic community is divided on 
whether the proposed school funding bill recent- 
ly approved by the state senate and presently in 
the state House of Representatives will solve the 
crucial problem of school finacing in Michigan, 
The Senate last Wednesday approved a prop- 
osed constitutional amendment 26*8 that would 
raise the sales tax from its present 4 percent 
rate to 6 percent. According to the legislators, 


the switch would generate an additional $200 
million annually for state education. 

In order to offset the increase in the state sales 
tax. moreover, the proposed bill would reduce 
property tax assessments from 50 percent of a 
property value to 25 percent for residential and 
35 percent for business. 

Dr Gary J. Jackson, superintendent of the 
Huron Community School District in New Bos- 


ton, praised the legislators’ action, 

"The action by the Senate,” said Dr. Jackson, 
‘'shows that they have placed a high priority on 
school finance reform in this state, 

“And 1 believe that the reform package is a 
giant step toward solving the financial problems 
of local school districts. However, w r hat most of 
us are waiting for is to get a glimpse at what the 
House is going to do. Obviously there will be

some changes before it is presented to the people 
of this state for a vote,” Jackson said. ‘ There 
will probably be a compromised package." 

This is one of the major concerns of local edu- 
cators who point out that some rich school dis- 
tricts spend as much as $6,000 to $7,000 annually 
per students while others like Westwood and In- 
kster have less than $4,000 to spend.

Dr, John M. Hoben, Plymouth-Canton 
superintendent of schools, viewed the prop- 
osal as a "regressive tax" and that the 
amount of additional money the proposal 
would raise - $230 million - as insignificant. 

“Like everyone else, 1 do not like to pay 
property tax," Dr. Hoben said, "however, I 
believe that it (property tax) is more equit- 
able that the sales tax." 

Dr. William Bedell, superintendent of 
Romulus schools, believes that the legisla- 
tors are playing politics in an area where 
there should be sound reasoning. 

"I don't think they should be playing 
around with the property taxes, 11 Bedell 
said. "If this proposal goes through, our 
people living in the Towers (senior citizens' 
apartment complex) will have their sales 
taxes increased by 50 percent and the 
General Motors plant here will get about a 
$1 million tax cut - do you believe that that 
is fair? 

"They know that the voters of this state 
are not going to approve this, 11 Bedell 
added, "So after the present it (to the vo- 
ters) and it is turned down, they (the legis- 
lators) can tell us: 'See, we tried but the 
voters don't want it” 

Dr. Elvin Peets, superintendent of Van 
Buren Schools, pointed out that "reform is 
definitely needed because the gap between 
the rich (school districts) and the poor is 
getting greater.” 

"And the proposal also would not be de- 
trimental to those districts that have 
money so that they would mount a counter- 
offensive to have it defeated,” Peets said. 

Dr. Dennis G'Neill, superintendent of the 
Wayne-Westland School District, agreed 
and added that the switch from sales taxes 
at the expense of property tax also would 
greeted by taxpayers skeptically. 

" You can deduct property taxes for state 
and federal income taxes purposes. That is 
not the case for sales taxes,” Dr. O'Neill 
said.

The next generation 
of collegiate stars 


Some of the best basketball talent in the country has been 
harvested from the Associated Newspapers' circulation area. 
Johnny Long, ex- Romulus High, Uof D and Detroit Piston star;- 
Fred Smiley: All-American from Inkster High who went on to 
stardom atNorthwood Institute: Terry Mills, “Mr. Basketball'’ 
from Romulus High who is presently starting for the University 
of Michigan. 

Others from this area who had brilliant collegiate careers 
after outstanding prep years included Alvin Dukes, ex-Inkster 
High star presently playing pro ball in Italy; Duane Fox of Oral 
Roberts fame from Inkster and his teammate Eartha Faust. 
Then there were Robichaud greats: “deadeye" Janies Alverson 
and the Dennard brothers - Larry and Monte. Monte is being 
honored today as the Associated Newspapers' “Coach of the 
Year." 

And this year's area cage crop perpetuates that tradition. 

The 1 987-88 high school basketball season has produced the 
next generation of collegiate standouts. They include: Maurice 
Brantley, a 6-6 junior who hails from Belleville High; Willie 
Maull, Romulus's fast-moving, deceptive and sharpshooting 
senior guard: Jonathan Marshall, a wizard of a ballhander and 
floor general who led the Bulldogs of Robichaud to the coveted 
Suburban Athletic Conference title; Andy Jackson, a 6*0 senior 
athlete-scholar from New Boston Huron who made the Chiefs a 
threat throughout the recently-concluded campaign. 

Others who were selected to this year’s elite club include: 
Andre Hardy, a 6-3, 180-pound last of the “Hardy Bovs' 1 at Inks- 
ter High School; rugged and reliable 6-8 center attraction A1 
Tilman. who kept Belleville in the thick of the tough Wolverine 
“A" Conference championship race; Brent Bonam, the comet 
of the Romulus cage ship: Andre Barnett, a 6-3, 190- pound senior 
from Robichaud who was a key player in the Bulldogs outstand- 
ing season; John Spiecker, who was “Mr. Everything" for 
Huron and Coach Larry S wick’s club: Janies Poole, another 
diminutive (5-8) guard from Inkster who shot the eyes out of the 
nets and finally, Randall James, the 6-3 senior from Robichaud 
who was the Bulldogs’ “clutch" performer. 

The tradition continues and here are some of the reasons why 
these players stand above the field: 

BRANTLEY, the only junior to crack the otherwise senior- 
dominated All-Area roster, Maurice averaged 20.5 points per 
game. He hit 29 - a career high - several times during the Tiger 
season and also contributed 4/2 assists and 5.3 rebounds per 
game. Brantley has three years of varsity experience behind 
him and one can only speculate what he will do next year as a 
senior. Already collegiate scouts - some 30 of them at the last 
count - are lining up to woo him over to their respective colleges. 
Selected to all-conference and all-Metro West honors as well 
Maurice is a 3.2 student who is a hard worker and fine young 
man on and off the basketball court, according to Coach Michael 
Garland. 

Maurice also has been listed in Basketball Times t a national 
basketball publication, as one of the top high school basketball 
players in the country, according to Garland. Maurice's older 
brother, Garrade Pettus, starred at Belleville High during the 
late 1960s and earned all-state recognition in track and football. 

MAULL was the Eagles’ floor leader. His credentials included 
a 12 points per game, four steals and seven assist average. And, 
coaches in the South Central Conference (Ann Arbor Huron. 
Pioneer, Adrian, and Ypsilanti) thought so highly of this 5-7 
guard that he was named to the all-SCC team. 

“Willie is an exciting player,” said Romulus Coach Dan Hen- 
ry. “He makes things happen out there. His quickness could 
change the tide of the game at any time.” 

Maull finished his senior year with 247 points and a score of 
offers to play college basketball has followed.

Most Valuable Player for the 1987-88 season, and when you 
consider the teams that are affiliated with the SAC - Highland 
Park, Inkster, River Rouge, Ecorse, Oak Park - that unique 
honor speaks for itself. 

“He's a one of a million kind of player,” noted Robichaud 
Coach Monte Dennard. “He did everything for this team." 

The 5-11, 155-pound senior scored at a ppg. clip, contributed 10 
assists per game, and was literally unstoppable when the chips were 
down. He was 79 percent effective at the free throw r line and 
made 52 percent of his attempts from the field Not only was he 
devastating on offense, but equally dangerous on defense. The 
post-season honors, such as all-Metro West, All-Suburban rec- 
ognition continue to pour in. 

Like ail the All-Area nominees, the colleges would like to have 
Marshall's services next season, but the Robichaud senior has 
not made up his mind where he will play college basketball. 

JACKSON is a brilliant student (ranked among the top 10 in his 
class) and he also is an excellent student of the game of basket- 
ball. Huron’s leading scorer with 340 points, Andy has been on 
the Chiefs' varsity squad for the past two years. He has earned 
all-conference and all-Monroe County recognition for his feats 
this season, 

“He is a great student of basketball who is able to reap the 
most out of his abilities by the countless hours he has spent on 
the basketball court,” Coach Swick said. Jackson has been 
nominated to West Point. 

Andy was also the recipient of the Chiefs' MVP award. 

HARDY, is the last of three brothers who have stood out as a 
member of Coach George Thompson's basketball teams. Andre 
follows in his brothers’ footsteps. An all-SAC selection, Andre 
had an 18.4 points per game average and finished with an in-

“He did it all for us,” said Thompson, “and the only regrets I 
have is that there are no other I lardy boys waiting in the wing to 
fill Andre's shoes. “He has exceptional talent as his credentials 
indicate and some 15 colleges are eager to sign him to a letter of 
intent.”

Andre was the Vikings' top re bounder, having to muscle his 
way to the board against taller and more physical players. “But 
Andre didn’t give way to them - they had to fight him all the 
way,” said Thompson. 

TILMAN, at 6-8, 190-pound, is the tallest member of the 1988 
squad. He was the Tigers' top rebounder with 10.3 ppg and also 
accounted for 14.3 points per game. Tilman also blocked a total 
of 47 shots on his way to all-conference honors, 

Al will be heading for Texas this fall to play for San Antonio, 
according to Coach Garland who is quick to point out that “Al is 
still growing. He grew two inches since the beginning of the 
1987-88 season.” 

An excellent student - Tilman has a 3.2 grade average, Al has 
earned accolades as an outstanding defensive player. He has 
been a member of the Belleville varsity squad for the past three 
years, 

BONAM, a 6-3 senior, was hampered by a sprained ankle, and 
one can only spec u We what the Eagles would have done in the 
playoffs if the high-scoring veteran would have been 100 percent. He 
finished with a 14 point and 8.0 rebound per game average. 
And he had an uncanny ability for the three-point shot whicn ne 
made 40 percent of the time. 

In his 16 appearances this year, Brent wound up with 229 
points. He was also named to the all-SCC team, 

BARNETT, a three-year-starter for the Bulldogs, was a 
polished eager who got the job done at both ends of the court. A 
6-3, 185-pound veteran of three outstanding Robichaud cam- 
paigns, Barnett finished the senior season with nine rebounds 
and five assists each trip out. 

“He's what I would call a pure athlete,” said Dennard. “He 
can and does it all for you.” 

Andre also was picked for all-conference consideration. 

SPIECKER, only in his second year on varsity, pulled dowm 
more rebounds than anyone else on the team. He had 140 of them 
for a 7.4 average. And he was second only to Andy Jackson in the 
scoring column. He piled up 234 points in a 19-game season for 
12.3 per game. 

Graduating fourth from his senior class will also tell you about

While Jackson was named Huron’s MVP, Spiecker was presented

The Inkster 
floor general averaged 17.6 points per clip and that's after the 
opposition usually double-teamed him. 

“ Poole was the floor leader, the general out there,” Thompson 
said. “And he rallied those kids with his exceptional play. You 
know that our team was handicapped by several injuries to key 
players and if we didn’t have Poole in there, I would hate to think 
what kind of season we would have had.” 

One of the top guards in the SAC. Poole managed to come 
through with 8,2 assists per game and three steals. 

JAMES, almost unbeatable on the offensive boards, brought down 
the curtains to two outstanding varsity years. The 6-3, 
190-pound forward, counted 12 rebounds per game and scored 
13,9 per in helping the Bulldogs capture their first SAC cage 
championship. He also shot 70 percent from the free throw line 

“His biggest asset, though,” Dennard noted, “was on the 
offensive boards where he had this uncanny ability to muscle his 
way through to get the job done for us.”

Robichaud cage 
coach sets 
another first

When he was playing basketball for Robichaud High School 
back in the late 1960s and early 7Q"s, Monte Dennard was among 
the area's finest young cage talents. 

Dennard earned All-Area and conference recognition and 
went on to play four years of college basketball. 

When the 6-2, good-looking Dennard returned to his hometown 
last year Athletic Director Leit Jones offered his former all- 
around athlete the head coaching job at his alma mater. 

Like most first year coaches, there was a tot of pressure and 
more so on Dennard because he inherited a program that had 
produced a state quarterfinal team and one that has been in the 
thick of the Suburban Athletic Conference title race in recent 
years. 

He accepted the challenge and earned the respect of friend 
and foe on-and-off the court, 

"We had a bunch of players who were devoted to the game of 
basketball,” Dennard said after learning he was The Associated 
Newspapers' choice for basketball's 4 'Coach of the Year” hon- 
ors. "Not only are these kids blessed with talent, they are well* 
organized and that opened the doors to our success.” 

the success story includes a 10-2 conference record which 
translates in the high school's first Suburban Athletic Confer- 
ence basketball championship. (Robichaud shares the title with 
Highland Park). The Bulldogs finished the season with a 144 
overall record after losing a controversial decision at Bedford 
Township to host Bishop Borgess. 

Borgess went on to reach the finals of the Class B state tourna- 
ment before losing.

What 
if Robichaud had won the district and not Borgess. 

"It's difficult to say," Dennard replied. "You know that bas- 
ketball and sports are filled with variables. But I sincerely 
believe that we would have been right there at the finish line if 
we would have gotten past Borgess.” 

So do a lot of others. 
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Monte Dennard not only starred as a high 
school basketball player at Robichaud...he also 
has proven that he is among the leading coaches 
in the area. 


Dennard also attributes the success of the 1987-88 team to 
"senior leadership. ” 

"You need that kind of leadership if you're going to produce 
winners,” he said. 

Monte is married to Bernice. 

Dennard may not know it but there is probably another first he 
set this year. He is the first coach in the ANP circulated area to 
have been awarded the distinction being named as a prep All- 
Area and also earning the honor as a coach. 

"You really don't realize how time flies,” he said. "It seems 
like only yesterday that I was playing basketball.

Inkster seeks softball teams

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Grant Long : 

He did it his way

Grant Long knows lus 
sport. He knows his name. 
He’s generally a quiet per- 
son who keeps to himself. 
He's the cousin of the Uni- 
versity of Michigan basket- 
ball player Terry Mills and 
the nephew of Indiana Pacer 
John Long. He is the Mid- 
American Conference MVP 
and the MAC Tournament 
MVP. 

That’s only the beginning. 

Long, a Romulus native, 
graduated from Romulus 
High School in 1984, playing 
basketball and having 
dreams about success. 

After he received count- 
less scholarships and “could 
have gone practically any- 
where-aeross this great na- 
tion,” he chose EMU. 

"I chose Eastern because 
it was closer to home. I felt 
Michigan wasn’t looking for 
a player like me,” said 
Long, a 6'8’’ senior, “1 saw 
the opportunity to play right 
away at Eastern and 1 
thought the program could 
have used some help. I fi- 
gure I could have helped.’’ 

Since arriving at EMU, 
Long said he began playing 
immediately. Long has play- 
ed in games since his fresh- 
man year. 

Long, who explained he’s 
"a rather quiet type of guy,” 
said his career began at 
North Junior High, in Romu- 
lus, in ninth grade. After 
that, he went to Romulus 
High School, where he play- 
ed junior varsity as a sopho- 
more and at the varsity level 
as a junior and senior. 

In basketball at Eastern, 
Long averaged 23 points per 
game and 10.4 rebounds, 
making him one of only 
three college basketball 
players in the country to 
accomplish the feat. He led 
his team to its first ever 
MAC title and he also helped 
lead EMU to its first bid in 
the NCAA Tournament, 
where they lost 108-90 in the 
first round to eighth-ranked 
Pittsburgh. 

“I thought our chances 
were excellent of winning. 1 
thought they were very, 
very good,” said Long, who 
scored well below his season 
average with 15 points and 
five rebounds. “I think the 
team and coaching staff 
were probably the only peo- 
ple that believed we could 
win. We had a lot to prove to 
ourseleves and the onlook- 
ers who thought we weren't 
even supposed to be in the 
same gym as Pittsburgh.” 

As far as Long’s dreams 
are concerned, they came 
true. 

At the beginning of the 
season, he wanted to win the 
MAC championship and 
play in the NCAA Tourna- 
ment. 

They did. 

He also wanted to be in the 
top three of the league in re- 
bounding. 


He finished second. 

"You always have to set 
goals. You want to be the 
conference champion and go 
on and win the tournament,” 
Long said. “Those are al- 
ways the goals you want. 
This year, it just ran like 
clockwork.” 

When Long discovered he 
was one of only three college 
basketball players in the 
country to average more 
ban 21 points per game and 
10 rebounds, he said he was 
quite shocked. 

“1 found that out about a 
week ago. I thought, One of 
three people in the nation- 
that’s ME.’ It really makes 
you feel good when you’re 
one of those three. 1 was 
shocked in a way and yet I 
was really happy.” 

EMU basketball coach 
Ben Braun, in his second 
year as head coach of the 
Hurons, said he is very 
pleased with Long and his 
contributions to the team. 

“Grant’s contributions to 
our program are great in a 
lot of ways. Sometimes they 
get overlooked,” he said. 
“His contributions work as a 
model, “Grant helped him- 
self more than anything. He 
•rade a significant improve- 
ment on his strength.” 

Long’s former high school 
basketball coach. Al Wilker- 
son, said he has noticed a 
positive change in Long 
since he’s been at Eastern. 

“Grant's grown a lot in 
four or five years. He’s got 
things into perspective. He's 
understood what loyalty is 
all about and he’ll be a great 
role model,” said Wilkerson 
who coached Long as a 
junior and senior. "It makes 
me proud to see how he’s de- 
veloped as a person.” 

In his personal and school 
life. Long said is just ordin- 
ary. He is a criminal justice 
major and plans on graduat- 
ing in the summer or next 
fall. 

After graduation, he said 
he would like to get a job in 
his field. 

“In the back of my mind. I 
want to say I want to be a 
private investigator, but the 
risks involved are too fatal. I 
might look at something a 
little more relaxing such as 
probation.” 

He said he would like to 
work with younger people 
and he is interested in the 
fight against crack cocaine. 

“I’d like to be part of 
someone’s life who may be 
leaning towards drug,” said 
Long, who became in- 
terested in the subject when 
he saw a television commer- 
cial on drugs. “I figured as a 
person, I might be in the 
newspapers a lot or on TV. 
And with the success of the 
team, I figured why not put it 
on a hator shirt. Sol pul iton 
a hat and whenever I’m in- 
terviewed, I try to have it 
on.” 

Long also recently visited 
Ypsilanti High School for a 
presentation on drugs. 


As a family person, Long 
has his mother, Dorothy, 
and four brothers; George, 
the oldest, and three youn- 
ger brothers, Jerry, Lamonl 
and Julius. 

His relationship with un- 
cle. John Long, is very good, 
according to Grant. 

“He called me just the 
other night and before the 
NCAA Tournament to wish 
me luck.” 

As for support, Long said 
his girlfriend, Nikki, who he 
lias been with since 11th 
grade, is probably his “big- 
gest and best fan.” 

“She’s always there for 
me, Through the good and 
the bad, The wins and the 
losses, I could always talk to 
her and she would show me 
the better side of the situa- 
tion." 

As for Braun's support, 
Long said “Coach Braun has 
helped me a lot as a person. 
He’s a great person you want 
to know and a great person 
you want to have in your life 
all of the time. He's a very 
positive person." 

Braun said besides Long 
winning the MAC MVR and 
the MAC Tournament MVP 
honors, he also was named 
to Basketball Weekly’s 1988 
second team All-Midwest re- 
gion team. Basketball 
Times All-Mideast team, 
and he was named first on 
the list of Basketball Time’s 
All-Rodney team, in honorof 
players who received "no re- 
spect," named after come- 
dian Rodney Dangerfield. 

Braun said of Long’s 
accomplishments, “Grant 
just caine on this year. A lot 
of writers never had the 
chance to see him. He didn't 
reallv get his name around a 
lot.”* 

The All-Rodney? 

He’s not a Rodney any- 
more. He gave it a shot.

palpitations, difficulty in brea- 
thing and profuse perspiring. 
These sensations are so un- 
pleasant that the individual 
will want to avoid similar situa- 
tions in the future. 

"There may be no clear cut 
cause and effect for the un- 
pleasant symptoms, but even 
thinking about returning to the 
place where they began may 
bring on the symptoms," Dall- 
wig said, “The fear then be- 
comes the fear Itself." 

Daliwig said phobias are 
more than frights - they are 
fears with an intensity which is 
irrational and inappropriate 
and which prompt reactions 
which are out of proportion to 
the event. 

Treatment for phobias cen- 
ter around desensitization, 
Daliwig said. It would consist 
of building a hierarchy of expo- 
sure to the object until the sub- 
ject loses his or her fear, 

"If a person has a phobia of 
snakes, we would ask him to 
rate his level of fear on a scale 
of one to ten in several different 
situations - looking at a picture 
of a snake, thinking of a snake, 


Although phobias are re- 
latively common disorders - 
estimated to affect about 13 
percent of the population - 
those suffering from the dis- 
orders commonly believe they 
are alone in their fears. 

According to a survey con- 
dicted by the National Institute 
of Mental Health, those 
afflicted with phobias, obse- 
sive-compulsive behavior and 
paninc disorders make up 8.3 
percent of the population, or 
some 13 million Americans - a 
figure which is higher than that 
of Americans suffering from 
depression or from alcohol/ 
drug abuse, according to the 
six -year NIMH survey. 

The study also revealed that 
only about 23 percent of those 
13 million people afflicted with 
phobias and similar disorders 
ever seek treatment. 

Roger Daliwig, director of 
Her Place/His Place Counsel- 
ing Center, said that victims of 
phobias often * ‘change their en- 
vironment to avoid the cause of 
their phobias," rather than to 
seek treatment. He noted that 
people usually only seek aid 


viewing snakes behind glass at 
the zoo and being in the same 
room as a snake," the therapist 
said. "We would determine 
which of the situations pro- 
duced the least amount of anxi- 
ety and begin to deal with that 
situation - gradually building 
up to dealing with the higher 
levels of fear. At the same 
time, the therapist would give 
support and also work with the 
thinking process and deal with 
the belief system of the indi- 
vidual," 

Often, Daliwig said, the per- 
son cannot pinpoint the cause 
of the phobia. For example, a 
fear of animals could possibly 
be the result of a childhood ex* 
perience that the individual 
has repressed, he said. 

"Those who have phobias 
know what they are fearful of," 
Daliwig said, "but, those who 
experience panic attacks, don't 
know what they are afraid of. 
For example, they may have 
been in a car and suddenly felt 
that they have to pull over to 
the side of the road and get out, 
or they may have been in a pub- 
lic place and felt they had to 


leave immediately. During a 
panic attack, the person may 
fear that he or she will lose con- 
trol, faint or even die," 

Daliwig said he examines the 
"self talk" of the individual 
under those circumstances, 
and, perhaps, change the self 
talk to a positive message. 
Again, he said, offering sup- 
port to the victim of the anxiety 
attack is an important part of 
the treatment. 

"When the person feels the 
panic attack coming, we ask 
the individual to let it come, to 
face it and not run away," Dali- 
wig said, “We attemptto coun- 
ter it with rational thoughts 
and to convince the individual 
that th# thing that they fear 
most will not happen under 
usual circumstances*" 

Daliwig, who recently pre- 
sented a workshop on the sub- 
ject, sees phobias and panic 
attacks as “increasing prob- 
lems," which the victims “feel 
alone in having."

when their phobias interfere 
with their work or life style. 

“For example, if a business- 
man has a f ear of flying and his 
job requires him to make 
numerous cross-country 
flights, he will be forced to deal 
with his phobia," Daliwig said. 
“On the other hand, a person 
who has a phobia about snakes 
can usually avoid contact with 
them, and, consequently prob- 
ably would not seek treat- 
ment." 

The same guideline applies 
to agoraphobia - one of the 
most common phobias, Dali- 
wig said. If the fear becomes so 
disabling that the person finds 
that it drastically restricts his 
or her life, then treatment will 
be sought. 

“Agoraphoia is literally the 
fear of open spaces, but it is 
essentially the experiencing of 
panic attacks in crowds or in 
social situations," Daliwig 
said, “For example, the person 
may go into a crowded store 
and feel faint and experience 
anxiety. In turn, these symp- 
toms can produce physiologic- 
al reactions - trembling, heart

tell someone," Duboff said. 
"They feel they lack self-worth 
and self-esteem. These fears 
cross both men and women of 
all ages." 

Normally, from eight to 10 
people attend the weekly 
Thursday meetings. The group 
members always sit in a circle. 
The first few minutes are spent 
introducing themselves and 
their problems to fellow' mem- 
bers. 

"We ask questions and offer 
feedback. We share our own ex- 
periences. We talk about how 
we overpowered our fears. 
Most of the time, we feel bet- 
ter," said Duboff, who works in 
the communications field. 


The most common phobia, 
Duboff said, is public speaking. 
That is followed closely by the 
fear of heights and claus- 
trophobia - fear of closed-in 
spaces* 

“With the help of a psycho- 
logist and exposure therapy, 
group members can overcome 
a frightening situation with 
mild doses of exposure. Group 
therapy was one of the best 
things to ever happen to me,” 
Duboff said. 


Everyone is afraid of some- 
thing. And some people are 
afraid of everything. 

Dave Duboff, member of the 
Anxiety Support Group, in Ann 
Arbor, admits he has the latter. 

“People with multiple fears 
have agoraphobia. Taken from 
Latin, agoraphobia is classical- 
ly called fear of the market- 
place. People frequently stay 
Home because certain situa- 
tions frighten them. This is my 
fear," said Duboff, 

After fighting his problem 
alone for 10 years, Dubnoff 
joined a support group four 
years ago. Now, he said, his 
fears have not gone away, but 


his attitude and outlook on life 
are much better. 

“Success runs in cycles. 1 
have my ups and downs. Some- 
times it’s better, sometimes 
it's more difficult," he said. 


Duboff said individuals in the 
support group have expressed 
just about every imaginable 
fear - from riding an elevator 
to claustrophobia to writing a 
check in public. Some people 
have a fear of opening mail, he 
explained. 

And then there a re obsessive- 
compulsive people, People who 
in a restaurant might return to 
their cars to check if the door is 
locked several times during an 
evening. 

“We found a commonality 
among people in our group. 
Phobic people are afraid they 
may panic in a particular situa- 
tion. They are uncomfortable 
with something and afraid to 


Doctors in the psychiatric de- 
partment of the University of 
Michigan Hospital, Ann Arbor, 
formed an anxiety disorder 
support group several years 
ago to help people with prob- 
lems such as JDuboff’s. “Dis- 
order" was dropped from the 
support group name because of 
the “negative" connotation. 
Today, the group operates 
autonomously from the hos- 
pital.

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The ancient Roman emper- 
ors loved them. Grecian rulers 
and philosphers cried for them 
They make strong men weep 
and have ruined many a 
woman. Wo speak, of course, of 
cheesecake, the ultimate de- 
ssert. 

Long established as the ulti- 
mate culinary creation, many 
consider cheesecake an Amer- 
ican invention while the actual 
credit has to go to an unknown 
cook back in the first century, 
Today, recipes for the delicacy 
abound and the types of cheese 
used in preparation of the cake 
have changed markedly. 

This is a great recipe for the 
busy cook who wants an ele- 
gant cheesecake but doesn't 
have time to bake. The filling is 
made with cottage cheese 
which has been beaten until 
light and creamy. Whipped 
cream, teamed with gelatin 
and eggs, adds volume and a 
smooth, silky texture. Creating 
the marbelized effect is simple. 
Just melt chocolate in cream to 
give it the proper consistency 
for swirling, then layer it with 
the cottage cheese base in the 
prepared crust and swirl with a 
spoon. 


CHOCOLATE 

MARBLE 

CHEESECAKE 

Crust: 

2 Cups chocolate cookie wafer 
crumbs 

1/2 cup confectioners sugar 
12 cup (1 stick butter, melted 


For crust, combine crumbs 
and sugar. Stir in butter. Press 
mixture firmly and evenly 
against the bottom and half- 
way up the sides of a 9-inch 
springform pan. Chill. 


Filling: 

2 envelopes unflavored gelatin 
1/2 cup cold water 
1/3 cup all-purpose flour 
3/4 cup granulated sugar, di- 
vided 

1 1/2 cups milk 
4 egg yolks, slightly beaten 
1 package (6 ounces) semi- 
sweet chocolate pieces 

1 cup whipping cream 

2 cups cottage cheese 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1/2 teaspoon almond extract 
4 egg whites 


For filling, sprinkle gelatin 
over water to soften. Combine 
flour and 1/4 cup sugar. Stir in 
milk, cook over medium heat, 
stirring constantly, until mix- 
ture thickens. Add small 
amount of hot mixture to egg 
yolks. Return all to saucepan. 
Cook one additional minute. 
Add softened gelatin and stir 
until dissolved. Cool to luke- 
warm. Melt chocolate pieces 
with 1/3 cup whipping cream 
over low heat, stirring con- 
stantly, until choclate is 
melted. {Refrigerate remain- 
ing cream until used.) Remove 
from heat and cool to luke- 
warm. Beat cottage cheese five 
minutes on highest speed of 
mixer. Blend in vanilla and 
almond extracts and gelatin 
mixture. Beat egg whites until 
foamy. Continue beating and 
gradually add remaining 1/2 
cup sugar, Beat until stiff 
peaks form. Fold beaten egg 
whites into gelatin mixture. 
Whip remaining 2/3 cup cream 
in a chilled bowl with chilled 
beaters until stiff peaks form. 
Fold into gelatin mixture. 
Spoon about 1/3 of filling into 
crust. Drizzle thin stream of 
chocolate over filling. Swirl 
with spoon into marble pattern. 
Repeat until filling and choco- 
late are used, Chill several 
hours or overnight. To serve, 
place cake on serving plate and 
carefully remove sides of pan.

Doreen Binder doesn't be- 
lieve in last minute cooking. 

When she entertains she 
cooks in advance, and then 
visits with her guests when 
they arrive. 

‘"Most of the cooking I do is 
cooking that needs very little 
last minute preparation," she 
said. 

"When people come over I 
can sit down and enjoy my- 
self," she added. 

"If it's going to be social, it 
should be social," she said. She 
doesn’t believe in leaving the 
cook in the kitchen slaving over 
a hot stove when guests have 
arrived. 

Binder says she loves to cook 
and entertain. She learned 
cooking from her grand- 
mother, who also gave her 
some antique cookbooks. 

Dated from about 1913, the 
cookbooks include one of the 
first Pillsbury cookbooks and a 
Rumford Way cookbook. 
"Some of them are so old they 
don't even have a date on 
them," she said. 

One book of recipes was 
handwritten by her grand- 
mother. 

Also included in her grand- 
mother's cookbooks are tips on 
things ranging from curing 
rheumatism to baking bread. 

The rheumatism cure, 
according to an old newspaper 
clipping is: "Drink a wine- 
glass full of cold hop tea 
sweetened with sugar two or 
three times a day.” 

Binder says she learned to 
cook with her grandmother 
more than her mother. "It was 
really my grandmother more 
than my mother that let us 
mess around in the kitchen 
when we were kids,” she said. 

Along with her love for cook-

In saucepan, stir together 
sugar, cornstarch, and salt.
